Cleveland, October 17—(A.P.) 


—Two mail trams of the Big 
Pour railroad crashed headon 
within the city, early today, kill- 
ing three of their crews and in- 
juring four others. 


Through some mixup, a west- 


bound train, departing for, St. 
Louis, was on the same track as 
another train coming into thej 
station from the divisional yards 
at fitondale. They collided; 
jig a curve near the Fulton road 
bridge. 


Engineer Henry Sprouse of the 


eastbound train and Fireman 
Charles Graff, 68, and Conductor 
Jerry Dickson, 50, of the west- 
bound train were killed. Engin- 
eer Frank McCarthy of-the west- 
bound train and Fireman Clar- 
ence Sheffield, 35, of, the east- 
Dound train were seriously scald- 
ed. Thomas Henahan, 59, fireman 
of the eastbound train and Will- 
am F. Rey, flagman on the west- 
bound train, suffered minor in- 
juries. All were from Cleveland. 


Officials of the road declined 


to comment on the accident and 
witnesses were unable to explain 
how it happened. Each locomo- 
tive was pulling two mail coach- 
s. 
Sprouse and Graff Vere scald- 


ed to death to -escaping steam, 
while Dickson was pinned be- 
tween the cab and tiie tender 
trying to jump. McCarthy and 
Sheffield were too seriously in- 
jured to tell how the wreck oc- 
curred. 


Henahan, whose left arm was
